R a w l in s (W yo.), October 26th.—B. F . 
Carter was hanged here to-day for the un ­ 
provoked murder o f a b o y-.Joh n Jeffrey— 
in the fall of 1886. 
H is neck was broken, 
and I. : died instantly. 


T H E M A X A N D T H E C R IM E . 
Carter’s crime was o f a character quite 
uuusua! m W yom ing. 
K now ing that his 
cowed victim was unarmed, the cruel bully 
shot him down as he would have ended the 
existence o f a helpless dog. 
T he tragedy 
occurred in a round-up caaip on Sand creek, 
ab.rnt twenty-five m iles north of Raw lins. 
That Carter escaped a speedy and just ret­ 
ribution was due alone to his horsem an­ 
ship and his knowledge of the country. 
On the day of the k illin g the dead felon 
filled him self with liquor and became quar­ 
relsom e. 
As a target for his taunts, insults 
and blows he selected the inoffensive boy, 
John Jeffrey. 
H e charged the latter with 
being a Stock Association spy, one detailed 
to report irregularities in branding, etc , to 
the powerful organization o f cattle owners. 
Jeffrey indignantly denied the accusation, 
when Carter covered him with a six shooter 
and struck him repeatedly, thorougly ter­ 
rorizing the boy. 
No one' believed that the 
bully had the courage to shoot, and he was 
allow ed to retain his weapon, although the 
cooler heads advised that he be disarmed. 
H e was ordered by the foreman to desist, 
under the penalty ot discharge, and for a 
tim e was quiet. 
Rut the evil spirit was in Carter, and he 
continued to abuse Jeffrey at every oppor­ 
tunity during the day. 
A t night Carter's 
four “ bunkies,” or sleeping companions, 
retired to their tent, and their burly m ess­ 
mate ro hr to a distant ranch where w hisky 
was sold. 


A F IE N D IS H P U R P O S E . 
The bad man returned with a fiendish 
purpose in possession of his w hole being. 
At th e ranch h e intim ated that he would 
•• spiil blood before m orning,'’ and 
he 
doubtless m editated the murder o f Jeffrey. 
Carter charged into the tent, m aking not 
a little unnecessary noise. 
H e was drunk, 
out did not stagger. 
The effect o f the 
liquor was counteracted by the thought of 
m urder iu his cowardly heart. 
B y the 
light o f a tallow candle fixed in a rude 
lantera his com panions from their blankets 
saw Carter flourish his six-shooter. 
They 
realized their danger and dared not utter a 
word. 
T he blustering ruffian discharged 
his weapon, sending a bullet whizzing over 
the heads o f the prostrate occupants of the 
tent. 
T o remonstrate w ith him would 
have been folly. 
N othing was said. 
The 
bully was chief. 
A ll were at his mercv. 
_ A nd now Carter turned his attention to 
the bloody task for w hich he had nerved 
him self—the ruthless slaughter o f Jeffrey, 
who was then well nigh dead of terror. 
‘ 


T H E M E SSE N G E R O F D E A T H . 
The crim e was com m itted in an instant. 
< arter ordered the boy to rise, with a curse 
changed the commau’d to “ lie dow n,” and 
w h ile Jeffrey was in n sitting posture, sent 
the messenger o f death crashing through 
his sk ull. 
The lad’s 
brains spattered 
against the canvas. 
H e died without a 
moan or struggle. 
Carter mounted his broncho and was 
away into the night like the wind. 
In half 
an hour fifty cowboys were on his trail, de­ 
termined to avenge the unprovoked killin g 
of their favorite. 
Reinforcem ents joined 
the chase at every ranch, and Carter's cap­ 
ture and early dem ise seemed certain. But 
the murderer had been cunning. 
H e had 
selected a speedy horse w ith tested qualities 
of endurance, and traveled a route pecu­ 
liarly adapted to his purpose. 


T H E E X C IT IN G C H A SE . 
T he exciting chase terminated when Car­ 
ter sought shelter at the ranch o f Tom Sun, 
a popular pioneer with prosaic ideas o f 
justice—a m an who dubbed disciples o f 
Judge Lynch “ strangling cowards,” and 
w ho had previously emphasized his senti­ 
m ents on this subject with death-dealing 
bullets. A s Carter had supposed, S u n ,-who 
was in reality a Deputy Sheriff, accepted 
him as a prisoner, and threatened to shoot 
the first m an w ho attempted to “ infringe 
on the law ,” as he put it. 
T he disappointed cow-boys dispersed in 
bad temper. 
Carter was taken to R aw lins 
and in due tim e tried. 
H is relatives em ­ 
ployed able counsel, but the testim ony was 
conclusive. 
Carter was adjudged guilty 
and sentenced to be hanged August 24th 
last. 
At earnest 
solicitation, Governor 
M oonlight granted a sixty-day reprieve to 
the condem ned m an, and the case was car­ 
ried to the Supreme tribunal of the Terri­ 
tory. 
T he judgm ent o f the lower Court 
was affirmed in short order. Not a solitary 
palliating circum stance could be urged. 
The murder was, the Chief Justice said, 
premeditated aud unprovoked. 


H IS FA T E S E T T L E D . 
H is fate settled, Carter, who had previ­ 
ously been hopeful, became despondent, 
lost bis appetite and joiu the Episcopal 
Church. 
H e was not an enthusiasticC hris- 
tian, but rather a hum ble follow er; not 
demonstrative, but a student o f the prayer- 
book. 
Carter was a giant in physique. 
H e 
weighed 190 pounds, was an inch over six 
feet in bight, and splendidly proportioned. 
Born in a range country, Horton county. 
T ex., he was a cowboy from early youth and 
an adept at the business. 
Of surly disposi­ 
tion he was very bellicose when in his enps, 
but never before became involved in serious 
trouble. H e had been in the Territory eight 
years and had worked for h alf a score of 
outfits. 
S H E R IF F H IG H . 
Sheriff W illiam H igh,w ho hanged Carter, 
is quite a character him self. H e is a middle- 
aged, under-sized individual, whose quiet, 
but determ ined ways and known courage 
m ake him an officer to be respee'ed. 
It is 
said that H igh is a killer him self, but he 
has nothing to say on the subject. 
It is 
certain, however, that he is one of the men 
who assisted in lynching the notorious 
Jack Slade at V irginia City. M out. 
H igh, 
som e tim e since, purchased the rope and 
black cap use at Carter’s execution. 
The 
former is five-eights iuch cord, fifteen feet 
long, and was made by the Chicago m anu 
facturer w ho furnished the Anarchists 
hem pen coils. 
The cap was a long bag 
of the glossiest silk .

tions are a thing of the p ast; life and prop­ 
erty are now safe, and law aud order are 
supreme. 
During the year 295,Nil acres of public 
laud were entered by settlers; 200 m iles of 
canal for irrigation are in operation and 100 
m iles additional w ill be built during the 
present year. 
The importance of Congress authorizing 
a hydrographic survey of the Territory to

than cruisers or ironclads. 
The batteries

rifles, and fitted w ith m achine and rapid- 
firing guns.

April last, sustained the position taken oy 
Mr. Cook, and declared that the marriage 
ol Mrs. Cook with Richards was null u:id 
void.

Our party left Sacrament} September 
21 
on 
the 
Grand 
A m y excursion 
train. 
When we arrived at Davisvitie 
we coupled to the San Francisco por­ 
tion of the train, and were detained there 
two hours owing to a hct box. 
We bad 
seventeen ears and were drawn by three 
engines. AVc did not arrive at Redding 
until seven o’clock next morning, where 
we took breakfast. 
From lied Bluff to 
Sissons (at which point we arrived, at three 
o’clock) we wind around the meander- 
ings of the Sacramento river 
One can 
hardly realize it is the Sacramento, it is so 
clear and sparkling. The scenery is one 
grand panorama to the eye, and of that 
wild and romantic nature, you do not 
get tired of gazing upon. 
Before reaching 
Sissons the train stops to allow the passen­ 
gers to fill their buckets from a soda 
spring. 
It is the coldest and most palata­ 
ble soda water 1 ever drank. A t Sissons we 
were seven hours late. Ifere we took supper, 
and a better table on the line of railroads 
is seldom sat down to. W hile eating, you 
have a fine view of old Mount Shasta, 
which bows its snow-erpped head at an 
elevation of 11,412 feet. 
Leaving Sisson at 4 p. M , it soon grew 
dark, and we saw little of the c o u n try 
from there to Ashland. In the night they 
pulled out a draw-head, and we did net 
arrive at Portland until 9:30 a . m .-— eleven 
hours Into. 
Here wc all mart-lied u p ‘to 
theG . A. R. llall, ever a mile distant, 
where they entertained us with music, and 
a few short addresses were delivered by 
the Committee of Reception and General 
Goodman, who had charge of our delega­ 
tion. 
At this point we changed to the 
Northern Pacific, 
We had one hour to 
remain in Portland, consequently we saw 
hut little of the city. 
Instead, however. 


car until 2 o 
of getting away in an hour, we did ;:<-I ; 
to our car until 2 o’elo. k iv .t morning 
(Wednesday), owin to the length of time 
it took to put in a new draw-head, and it 
was 4:30 a. v. before we left. The Oregon 
and Washington Territory G. A. B. went 
on in a separate division. 
When we turned out next morning we 
were at Kularua, a small town on the north 
bank of the Columbia river, 40 miles from 
Portland. The first crossing of tlie Co­ 
lumbia is made on a ferryboat similar to 
the Solano, but not nearly as large. 
The 
Columbia is followed for a number of miles 
through a thickly wooded country. 
Let me pause here with my description 
a sufficient time to remark that it is an 
easy matter to determine why land is so 
cheap in Washington Territory—it is so 
heavily timbered, and the expense of clear­ 
ing so great, it does not pay to clear it, as 
there is no sale for wood, and also very 
little sale for agricultural products raised. 
It is a good stock country iu some parts. It 
is also easy to see why Oregon gave such a 
large Republican majority at her July 
election, as upon every tarm you pass you 
will see a band of sheep. Those farmers 
could not swallow free-wool doctrines. The 
dose made them sick, and the majority 
will be increased for “ protection” in No­ 
vember. So her citizens say. 
We went into Tacoma, 
upon Puget 
Sound, with the largest passenger train 
ever pulled in there. 
We remained there 
sufficient time for our purveyors to re­ 
plenish their lunch baskets. The contents 
of them—owing to our getting to eating 
stations so irregularly—had 
diminished 
very greatly. 
Tacoma is very prettily 
situated. 
It is built mostly upon a high 
hluffi which overlooks Puget Sound. 
It is 
a much larger and prettier place than I 
anticipated, having a population of some 
7,000. 
They have some very fine and ele­ 
gantly built stores and buildings of modern 
architecture. The Northern Pacific Com­ 
pany is having erec ted a large hotel and a 
splendid building for its offices. They are 
undoubtedly intending to make this their 
leading seaport city and terminus. 
From 
this place the largest ocean steamers run 
to all points. 
From Tacoma to Green 
river a very rich farming country is passed 
through, and a great hop-growing district. 
Their hop-houses arc much smaller than 
those in the vicinity of Sacramento. Some 
very thriving looking villages are also 
passed through along here, which are well 
and compactly built. The country is yet 
thickly timbered, and apparently will be 
sufficient for ages to come. 
Near dusk we 
'-ame to Green river. Along here we fairly 
flew around the sharp curves, it being 
down grade, trying to make up lost time. 
I have had the pleasure of seeing some 
grand scenery, hut the scenery for a two- 
hours ride down Green river equals, if not 
surpasses, any I ever saw. The tali pine- 
clad mountains, the abrupt cl i (Is, deep 
gorges and canyons, with the clear stream 
rushing down through them, make one 
enraptured at tlie view, and it requires the 
l>envil of one more gifted than 1 to prop­ 
erly describe it, but will 1 pause sufficiently 
to describe some of the personalities and 
daily routine: 
One car was composed of a very agree­ 
able and pleasant partv, and by the third 
day out they were all well acquainted. 
Major Hubbard and A. Leonard were 
among the number and everyone did all 
they could to make the journey a pleasant 
one. 
Time passed more rapidly than 
imagined it could. 
We had two Superior 
Judges aboard—Judge Gibson of 
Ala­ 
meda and Judge Buckles of Solano. Judge 
Buckles is full of mirth, and he held Court 
on two occasions. The first was on the 
6th, when he tried a young lady and gen­ 
tleman. The charges were trumped up by 
a jealous rival of the young lady. 
The 
sentence was most severe, being that the 
prisoners should get married upon their 
return to California. 
The sentence so 
overcome the young lady that slie fainted. 
Of course tlie young man caught her in 
his arms, which caused her to revire. 
If 
the verdict is not given exactly correct, 
the J udge can correct it. 
We arrived at Pasco Thursday, Septem­ 
ber 6th, at 7 A. m. This is the junction of 
the Oregon Short Line with the N. P. K. 
Ik, and is the most dismal, dreary-locking 
place I ever saw, being in the midst of a 
forlorn, sandy desert. 
We crossed the Co­ 
lumbia river for the last time just before 
arriving here. 
Little does it look like tlie 
Columbia we left at Kalama, and not a. 
tree or shrub about it. 
A t Pasco we could not get a cup of coffee. 
fit for a tramp, and a jack-rabbit would 
starve to death there. I t would be a 
splendid place to ship the Australian rab­ 
bits; they would fall to killing each other 
in disgust. 
Leaving there, a desolate 
country is passed through fur miles. To­ 
wards evening we come to the mountains 
again—a great relief after crossing the de­ 
serted plain. 
We cross between the arms 
of Lake Pen d’Oreille. 
The lake is about 2.000 feet elevation, in 
Idaho Territory; a beautiful laie, sixty 
miles long and fifteen miles wide. 
We 
were eating supper In the dinieg-car, 
which was taken on between Portland anil 
Tacoma and continued with us to St. Paul, 
as we passed by this lake. The ear. ran 
along the border for some thirty miles. As 
we looked upon tiie lake ami scenery sur­ 
rounding it we were reminded of Tahoe— 
but it is not as pretty a sheet of water. 
Several good-sized steamers ply upon its 
waters. 
It was upon an island iu this 
lake that we saw our first Indians of the 
trip. 
They were a fine-looking tribe, large 
ana muscular—no Digger Indian about 
them—and probably of the Nez 1‘erees or 
Shoshones tribe, which were a terror to 
the Immigrant of pioneer days. 
This lake j 
' 
only ninety miles from the British j 


place. 
It is one of the most thriving cit- ( 
ies we passed during our entire journey 
eastward. 
It lias a population of some 
4,500. 
Lumbering is the principal indtts- j 
try. It has a large number of churches 
and two very line colleges. Everything 
about the place has a business-like air; 
street cars run upon the principal streets, 
and the hum of the saw and plane are j 
heard on ell sides. A great many fine i 
buildings have been erected, and others \ 
are in process of construction. 
On the 6th General Goodman and staff ¡ 
visited all the occupants of the ears. 
The j 
drum "corps headed the procession. 
\ isit- 
ing was indulged in most every day by j 
some portion of the delegations, and a ! 
general good time was had, which assisted ; 
materially to pass oft' the time. 
On the 7th at 11:30 a. m., we passed j 
Helena, capital of Montana, which has a ; 
population of 8,500. 
Being now fourteen j 
hours behind time, they agreed to run ns 
in from here to fit. l*aul at the rate of 
forty miles an hour, but they failed to do 
so. 
Helena is a very dusty place: is built 
at the foot of the eastern chain of the 
Rocky Mountains, and lias a population 
estimated at S,500, but it seems a small 
place for that number of inhabitants. 
It 
is the commercial center of Montana. 
There are fear national banks, with an ag­ 
gregate deposit of $3,000,000. 
From Helena we moved along at a more 
rapid speed, it being down grade for sev­ 
er? I hundred miles. 
We passed hurriedly 
through several very fins villages, only 
stopping at the end of divisions, and when 
they take on coal and water. At Town- 
sent! wc got the first glance of the Missouri 
river. 
We then began to realize that we 
were nearing “the States,” as-we call them. 
They must have some terrible blizzards 
in this country, as all the kay-staeks are 
very small, and very securely fastened 
with poles anil ropes, to prevent them 
bk-v ing away. 
We followed down the Missouri for sev­ 
eral miles. 
Before reaehirg Gallatin, on 
erne side is the Missouri river and on the 
other high, rocky ledges, the whole making 
a pleasant contrast from the country just 
passed through. The next place of im­ 
portance is Livingston, a small place, but 
famous as the term inusof the Yellowstone 
Park Railroad. 
We remained here over 
r.n hour, and an amusing incident occurred. 
We had a gentleman aboard by the name 
of "Ward, who was nicknamed “the cow­ 
boy,” from being always full of fun and 
hallooing at every thing of any interest he 
saw. 
An old cow was being driven along 
by a small boy. Ward espied her, and, be­ 
fore the boy could get her away, lie liad 
her milked, while the G. A. 11. boys hold 
her. 
On several occasions, when the train 
would stop sufficient time, if there was a 
cow within reach he would see she was 
milked. 
At this place J sew some of the finest 
cpeeiuieiis ot iaLttfermy i ever wilno-'ed, 
and a great many of our passengers made 
some handsome purchases. 
Leaving Livingston the road follows 
down the Y'ellowstone river, one of the 
most beautiful streams of water in the 
United Slates. 
It flows very swift, form­ 
ing many beautiful rapids, which are grand 
to behold. 
Passing through the large cat­ 
tle range of Montana, on each side of the 
railroad are the snow fences, reminding of 
the intense cold winters and the immense 
mortality that occurs among the herds. 
Next we passed in sight ol Pompey’s P il­ 
lar—-a huge reck of sandstone between 400 
and 500 feet high. 
We also passed Custer, 
a small town only a short distance from 
where our brave and beloved Custer was 
cruelly massacred. 
We then soon crossed 
into Dakota, and into what is called the 
Bad Lands. They extend from the Mis­ 
souri river on the north, to Black H ills on 
the south, and derive their name from 
early trappers, because they were hard to 
traverse, owing to their sandy and hilly 
nature. 
It is said they furnish ample feed 
for cattle ranges, and stock does well 
upon it. 
It was discovered that each house we 
passed, where there were no hills, had 
what they call a dugout. 
Where tiiere 
are hills an excavation or tunnel is dug 
in the sides of them, where the families 
take refuge in case of a blizzard, and they 
are quite frequent. 
It is not to be won­ 
dered at that all wish to sell out and re­ 
move from this region, which is a sterile 
and desolate-looking country, and worth 
one’s life to live in it. 
I can now realize 
why so many inquiries arc made by Da- 
kotians for California lands. 
Before reaching Mandan a series of reso­ 
lutions were drawn up, and signed by all 
on board, thanking General Goodman for 
the kindness and courtesies he had ex­ 
tended to all, and pledging the support of 
the entire G. A. 11. delegation to him for 
the position of Grand Commander of the 
G. A. R. 
A t Mandan the train stopped a sufficient 
time to allow the company to form on 
dress parade, and permit the resolutions to 
be presented to General Goodman. 
He 
was taken completely by surprise, and 
could hardly respond to the eloquent 
words used by Judge Buckles in ¡(resent­ 
ing him with them. 
After leaving Mandan we crossed the 
great Missouri river bridge. 
It is 1,426 
feet long and 56 feet above the highest 
water mark, allowing steamers to pass 
under it without opening a draw. Steam­ 
ers run to this point from St. Louis at the 
lowest stages of the river, carrying im­ 
mense quantities of grain. 
We passed 
Bismarck, the capitol of Dakota, which 
has a population of 4,000, and appears to 
be a very thriving place. 
It was dark 
soon after, so the country was hidden from 
us, hut it is said to be a rich grain country 
from Bismarck to St. Paul. 
m " 
At Brainard the road branches, one run­ 
ning to Duluth and one to St. Paul. 
We 
took the St. Paul road, arriving there at 
11:30 A. m . on Sunday, September 9th, 
some two hours behind time. 
At this 
point I will leave you. I could have filled 
much more space but have described the 
principal points. In all the country 1 
have passed 
over I have seen 
verv 
few orchards. 
W ithout going farther, the 
population we have passed could consume 
most all the fruit now raised in California. 
In my next I will give you some details 
of the Columbus Exhibition.

Musty records are still preserved 
iu its archives, which prove it to have 
been flourishing in great splendor as early 
as 1550. That redoubtable Briton, Thomas 
Gage, who visited these parts in Í636, and 
declared himself to be the lirst Protestant 
who ever came here, says in his queer 
“Book of Travels” that in his time the op­ 
ulent Cartagoans traded directly with tiie 
Peninsula. 
But if ever a place was swarmed with 
ghosts of vanished greatness, it is the Car­ 
tago of to-day. 
Its once magnificent 
streets—wider tliau those of San Jose—are 
now cold, drowsy and deserted. Scarcely 
a soul is to be seen in them, except when, 
at rare intervals, some Egyptian-like figure 
glides slowly along amid the sepulchral 
silence, carrying an overflowing tinaja bal­ 
anced upon its head. Monstrous masses of 
lava stone, hurled about in every direction, 
heighten the forlorn aspect and testify to 
the terrible temper of Irazu, the great vol­ 
cano which overshadows the town. 
Before the traveler has fairly set his foot 
on Costa Rican soil he hears a great deal 
about this awe-inspiring volcano, at whose 
base Cartago is builded, and of the mis­ 
chief and terror it has caused. He hears 
how, in 1773, for more than two months, it 
never ceased roaring and rumbling, as 
with the rush of subterranean river, open­ 
ing its fearful jaws now and then to roll 
forth biilow-s of smoke ; how dwellers on 
the near-by slopes and in the valleys far 
below were stifled to death by its sulphur­ 
ous exhalations; and how, at dead of 
night, it sheeted the skies with flame and 
hurled balls of fire aloft, till for miles 
around it grew more fiercely bright than 
ever in the hottest day at noon ; how at 
one time a vapor rose out of the seething 
gulf, white as cotton and shaped like a

a century or more ago; especially wiien 
evening breezes rustle tiie leaves and rip­ 
ple the fountain, it requires little stretch

feet in circumference, descent of which 
should not be attempted, for though g“ing 
down would be easy enough, like falling 
from grace in a moral sense, to ascend 
again would be impossible, on account of 
constantly-shifting lava sands. 
1 have several times gone up the moun­ 
tain far as the highest liut—a pleasant 
day’s climb, starting early and returning 
before nightfall. 
Passing down Cartage's 
principal street, you cross directly in front 
of the Cathedral, and immediately the 
ascent begins. Soon a bight is reached 
which commands a glorious view of village, 
valley and river. 
A long way up tliesides 
of the volcano are particularly favorable 
for cattle-grazing, and, strangely enough, 
while the plains below are almost unappro­ 
priated, these steep pasture-grounds are 
divided into patches, each with its hut, 
occupied by people in charge of tiie cattle. 
I cannot tell you the altitude of the highest 
hut, but it is near enough to the "sky to set 
vonr teeth chattering with cold, however 
hot the day may be below. 
The mud 
bended bow, till at the bight of two lances hovel, dinging like a bird's nest to the

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vicinage did not misimprove the opportu­ 
nity to point a moral and adorn a tale for 
the benefit of the superstitions. 
They tell us that the rumblings of the 
volcano grew louder and louder, till they 
struck the bewildered ear with the force of 
ten thousand forges all at work. Then red- 
hot bowlders—scoria?, multiplied in vol­ 
ume—gushed from the fiery furnace, turn­ 
ing all the lakes and rivers to seething 
mud, uprooting trees anil buildings from j 
the palsied earth, and burying almost com­ 
pletely the scorched anti backened city be­ 
neath burning dust. 
If one wishes to read 
the minute particulars of these dreadful 
happenings, they may be found in the offi­ 
cial report (bearing date March 14, 17231 
made by the Royal Governor, Menor Don 
Diego de la Ilaya. 
The earthquakes caused by this vora­ 
cious monster, Irazu, have been frequent 
and severe. There was one in 1756 and 
another in 1822, both of which overthrew 
Cartago. The last of consequence was in 
1841, when (so testified Senor Tele-faro 
Peralta, Governor of the I’rovinee) fully 
one-third of the population of the city— 
which at that time was computed at 17,500 
—lay buried for hours beneath the wreck of 
their homes. 
Astonishing to relate, only 
sixteen persons were killed outright—a 
statement not so incredible, when we re­ 
member that the one-storied cosas, made of 
adobe, easily resolve themselves into the 
parent dust. 
A t that time every house in 
the town hut one was demolished. The 
one that was left deserves to stand for­ 
ever, for in its court-yard is still flour­ 
ishing, green and beautiful in its old age, 
the parent eoflee tree of Costa Rica, 
planted there in 1819 by Padre Y alvorde. 
Irazu has four distinct mouths. 
In one 
of them sturdy oaks are growing, so gnarled 
and lofty as to lead to the conclusion that 
not less than two thousand years have 
elapsed since this crater first opened—at 
least, that is Baron von Humboldt’s opin­ 
ion, given in his account of the volcanic 
phenomena of Central America. 
Another 
of the months now forms a considerable 
lake, the source of the river Reomtazon, 
the embouchure of which, according to 
Thomas Gage, was a resort of great com­ 
mercial importance as far hack as 1636. 
Now and then, to this day, the grim 
Cyclops, frowning overheat!, grumbles and 
emits pulls of smoke, as if to assure the 
world that his is by no means a pipe of 
peace. One would think that the Cartago­ 
ans would heed 
his threatenings and 
choose «orne safer site, hut, as Governor 
Peralta writes ; “Such is the attachment 
which the people of Cartago feel for their 
own soil, that they hear with patience all 
these evils, and as often as it is thrown 
down, out of its ruins they rebuild the be­ 
loved city.” 
This remarkable spirit of 
■itick-to-a-liveliest seems to be strangely 
true of the dwellers near al! volcanos, es­ 
pecially of those living at the foot and ut- 
the slopes of Vesuvius. In his paper on 
Naples, 
Leigli 
Hunt remarks: 
“They 
have always persisted in buiiduig their 
homes above those that have been bur­ 
ied, thus keeping up forever an obsti­ 
nate struggle witli one of nature's most 
fearful powers.” 
it may be a wise provis­ 
ion of Providence to keep the most for­ 
bidding spots on earth inhabited, but, be­ 
tween ourselves, dear reader, I believe that 
with the good people of Cartago it is 
merely a matter of sheer laziness, they be­ 
ing constitutionally too inert to strike out 
and take root elsewhere.

T h e F lo r id a O ran ge Crop 
“ The orange crop of Florida is estimated 
at 3,000,000 boxes for the year 18SS,” says 
the Ocala Fret Press. 
“ A !>ox of oranges 
weighs 80 pounds, making the weight of 
the crop 240,000,000 pounds. This would 
load 14,000 cars, or 1.000 cars a month 
during the year, 334 every day of the 
year, as there are really but four orange 
shipping months, it will require 3,000 cars 
a month to remove the crop. This will 
be 100 cars a day, or five trains a day of 20 
cars each, for removing this crop the roads 
will get 60 cents a box, or $1,800,000. The 
orange crop of Florida is no little tiling 
for the railroads, to say nothing of the im­ 
mense crop of vegetables, etc.”

follows: “ We have had a big rain, which 
seems to cause the oranges to split badly, a 
great many are splitting on the seedlings, 
something 1 have never seen before.

3. The portions of the aforesaid States 
where prohibition is well enforced are the 
part- which are most strongly Republi­ 
can. 
4. The localities in the North where no 
license prevails, under local option, are 
almost wholly Republican. 
5. Where license prevails under local 
option, the great bulk of the no-license vote 
is cast by Republicans. 
6. In the States where heavy “tax laws” 
have been enacted against the saloons, Ite­ 
ca use it was felt that public sentiment 
would not enforce prohibition, this aggres­ 
sive move for temperance lias been led and 
sustained chiefly by Republicans, who will 
gladly hall still more radical measures 
when the people are ready for them. 
7. To that extent that, in the North, the 
Republicans have a sufficiently controlling 
influence, the saloons disappear or are seri­ 
ously crippled. 
There are some sad excep­ 
tions, but not numerous. 
8. The present Maine law was given to 
that State by Republicans in 1858. 
9. In New Hampshire and Vermont, as 
well as in Maine, the original “Maine 
laws,” by the influence of Republicans, 
have been kept on the statute books ever 
since they were'enacted. 
10. All the most radical temperance 
legislation in the North, for a third of a 
century, lias been proposed and enacted by 
Republieans. 
11. In Congress the only members who 
have assailed the liquor traille and at- 
temnted measures against it, with the ex­ 
ception of Messrs. Colquitt, of Georgi 
and llcagan, of Texas, have been Republi­ 
cans. 
12. The 
constitutional 
prohibitory 
amendments arc? favorite measures of Re­ 
publicans. 
In the twenty Northern Legis­ 
latures where these amendments have 
been acted upon, Republicans proposed 
them, championed, sustained and voted 
for them. 
13. My chief concern iu this matter is 
to help the cause of temperance, which I 
think can be done more effectively and 
inore widely in the Republican party than 
in the third party. 
So far as 1 can judge, 
after long, close and candid observation, 
there is more practical, effective work to 
promote the cause of temperance among 
the ardent temperance men in the Repub­ 
lican party than in tlie third party, where 
the preponderating aim of the leaders 
seems to be to build up a party autonomy. 
And 1 think the chances for the solution 
of the temperance problem are fifty-fold 
better in the old party of great achieve­ 
ments than in the third party, which, 
after twenty years of extravagant prom­ 
ises, has no practical temperance results to 
show. 
14. I advise those who have gone out of 
the Republican party, because impatient 
on account of slow temperance progress, 
to return and strengthen the cause within 
the old lines, now so ranidlv advancing. 
Second—I am asked if I was not disap­ 
pointed in the temperance [ilank of the 
National 
Republican 
Convention 
this 
year ? 
Not at all. 
1. Party platforms are often merely con­ 
venient makeshifts, deftly shaped, for pop­ 
ular etiect. This is notably the case with 
the third party utterances on the woman’s 
suflrage question in 1884, and its tame 
quasi-expressions on other topics this year. 
2. W ith a consistent, reliable, life-long 
temperance man like General Harrison as 
our candidate, we have the largest and 
best kind of temperance plank. 
3. It should be kept in mind that this is 
the first time either of the two great par­ 
ties have said anything in favor of tem­ 
perance in their national platforms. 
4. We could not reasonably expect that 
the first utterance of a National Conven­ 
tion upon so complex a question would be 
of the most radical character. 
In the 
language of General Harrison, “ it is not 
so much the length of the step which is 
taken, as the direction.” 
5. The plank adopted by the Conven­ 
tion, wlien broadly and discriminatingly 
viewed, is evidently wise and strong for a 
national Ixxlv. 
6. W hile our national platform has 
been silent until this year, almost every 
year and for many years the Republican 
State Convention platforms have contained 
emphatic temperauce declarations. 
7. The work of enforcing the liquor laws 
has incalculably advanced within a decade 
by law and order leagues and other agen­ 
cies ; and whoever does anything in this 
line of action hut Republicans? 
Third—Would it not be better to have a 
political party distinctly committed to a 
temperance policy and to its enforcement? 
By no mean?. 
1. They do not duly consider that this 
problem has many elements entering into 
it which political action can not solve. 
2. If I could have m / way, no political 
party would champion specific temperance 
measures. 
I would have party Conven­ 
tions strike the saloons sharply, and stimu­ 
late action against them as a means of 
making strong and influential sentiment, 
hut no party shibboleth of specific legis­ 
lative measures should divide the reform 
forces. 
3. Matters so vital to the best welfare of 
onr common life ought not to depend upon 
the accidental fortunes and fluctuations of 
poüli al parties, with the jealousies, bick­ 
erings and reckless ambitions incidental 
thereto. 
4. Thus tar in its history the actual in- 
flu-me of the third party has been to 
handle; p temperance legislation. 
" In a republic no party can long re­ 


acted by any party organized on that is- i 
sue. 
7. Besides, it is a matter of common oh- ¡ 
serration that strictly partisan legislation 
can be enforce only in limited localities. 
8. The idea of a Prohibition party to 
enforce a prohibition policy, which third 
party leaders reiterate, sounds well, and is 
very misleading to those who have not 
thought the matter through. 
Professor 
liaseomb, the ablest expounder ot this 
theory says: “ The State must be officered 
from top to bottom” on this basis, “electing 
the officers, from judge to justices of the 
peace, governors, mayors, aldermen and 
policemen,” and must “ hold the power 
for a dozen years or so,” then “ it can en­ 
force prohibition.” 
This is the ideal scheme the third party 
is entertaining. 
And some such uiachin- ! 
ery through all the towns and cities of a i 
State will indeed he necessary to justify i 
their theory of a prohibitory party behind | 
a prohibition policy to enforce it. 
But. what a vain delusion. 
Where is ¡ 
j the State, especially if it has any large 
j cities, which is “officered from top to bot- 
| tom,” and in all its municipalities, by the 
I party that holds the State offices? "N ot 
| one can lie mentioned. The Democrats are 
now in the ascendency in the State of New 
Y'ork, but large areas of the State are Re­ 
publican; and when the Republicans have 
held the State offices in New Y'ork the 
Democrats have held New York city and 
many other towns and cities. The same is 
true of all other States. 
And yet these ideal party builders would 
postpone the great interests of the temper­ 
ance reform, would ht-tfoe up and obstruct 
the efforts of those who, by unpartisan 
methods, seek to protect the home against 
the saloon, until this impossible political 
conception can be realized. 
On this visionary basis they make ex­ 
travagant promises and predictions—their 
principal stock in trade, it is an old trick 
of bankrupts that they are lavish with 
promises to pay; so a political party that 
is built upon a hallucination can never be 
solvent, either in present or prospective j 
results. 
It costs one nothing to offer “all ' 
the kingdoms of the world” when he does 
not own a rood of land. 
For these reasons 1 am a Republican, 
and support Harrison and Mort n in the 
present campaign.

T he recent editorial in the R e c o k d - 
U xp n on the electrical system of execu­ 
tion wax full of interest and has been 
extensively copied, but Ls scarcely correct 
in referring to the author of the law as 
“ venerable,” though quite rig h t in speak­ 
ing of him as “ everyw here respected.” 
Elbridge T. G erry has always been so 
active in good works he has had little 
difficulty in keeping him self young both 
in appearance and boyish activity. 
H e 
has ju st 
turned 
50, but 
has alw rys 
been so 
interested 
in 
athletic sports 
there a- every reason to expect for him 
a long and happy lease of life. 
lie has 
frequently beet elected Commodore of the 
Kew York 5 acht Club, and to him it owes 
m uch of its splendid equipm ent and its 
international reputation. 
H e is tall, thin, 
wiry and very active in all his movements, 
and in some few respects resembles the por­ 
traitures w hich have come down to us of 
his illustrious grandfather. 
A t one time 
his practice at the bar was quite large, and 
his law library is still the most valuable 
owned by any individual in th e metropolis, 
but of late years his best efforts and 
thoughts^ 
have 
alm ost 
entirely 
been 
directed in the line of hum anitarian move­ 
m ent-, to the exclusion of politics and his 
profession. 
H e has inherited all the strong 
Democratic tendencies of his ancestors, hut 
is averse to public office, having never 
aspired 
to 
any 
position 
outside 
of 
a 
seat 
in 
the 
New 
York 
C onstitu­ 
tional Convention, to which lie was elected 
when i. young man. 
H e was the first ¡¡er- 
a©n t< come to the help of H enry Rergh, 
when it meant obloquy to befriend the 
dumb creation, and for years he was the 
counsel of the Society for the Prevention 
c>i Cruelty to Animals, serving w ithout 
pay and at the same tim e expending large 
sums in furtherance of the cause. 
H is 
whole time now is occupied in the Courts, 
on the streets, everywhere, as President of 
the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Children, for which lie has enlisted the 
moral support of the liest people of the en­ 
tire State. 
H is house contains many m e­ 
morials of Governor G erry, who was one 
©1 the most unique figures of the early days. 
As is generally known, the word “G erry­ 
mandering.” now in such common use, 
originated with the Federalists on account of 
his partisan redistricting the State of Massa­ 
chusetts. 
The monum ent to his memory 
in the Congressional cemetery at W ash­ 
ington attracts some attention, he having 
died on his way to th at city to perform the 
dnties of Vice-President, to which the Re­ 
publicans had elected him in 1812. 
His 
entire career, from the tim e lie made his 
rem arkable speech when he graduated at 
H arvard in 1705, almost to the very close, 
was m arked by great belligerency, and is 
replete with episodes showing intense de­ 
votion to party and characteristics seldom 
encountered. 
B ut the careful student of 
the revolutionary period cannot fail to 
accord him a very high place among the 
really great men who conspicuously fig­ 
ured in the early days of the Republic. 
Frequent reference is made to him in sev­ 
eral of the volumes constituting the series 
of “American Statesm en,” which are justly 
taking 
their 
place 
both 
in 
Europe 
and this country as scarcely inferior to tiie 
“ English Men of Letters,” edited by Pro­ 
fessor Morley. 
The volume on Chief Ju s­ 
tice M arshall is disappointing, but with 
¡¡eritaps that exception the various writers 
are adm irably selected, displaying rare 
jiowers of condensation and consummate 
skill in sitting and picturing th eir sub­ 
jects. 
W hile speaking of books, I want to 
.-ay a word of the volume just brought out 
by H enry Cabot Lodge, on the “ Feder­ 
alist.” 
There Ls scarcely a young man in 
the country who has done more varied and 
useful literary work, and although he is 
only serving his first term in Congress, lie 
has continued to make himself felt and 
hoard in that difficult body. 
H is edition 
;>f the works 
of H am ilton 
in 
nine 
volumes, 
containing 
m any 
hitherto 
unpublished 
documents, 
with 
notes 
ami 
a 
rem arkably 
interesting 
intro­ 
duction, places all lovers of the great 
Secretary under lasting obligation to him, 
while his two volumes in the series just 
referred to on W ebster and H am ilton are 
up to the best, and in the opinion of many, 
surpassing each of the others. T he histori­ 
cal controversy over the “ Federalist” is 
one of the most brilliant in our annals. 
Em inent men have taken part in it, and 
the object Mr. Lodge has in view is a com­ 
pact statem ent of the whole case and an 
analysis of the evidence. 
T he main point 
in dispute is the authorship of certain of 
the numbers. 
There are no less than 
twenty-four editions of this great work, 
commencing w ith the one published in 
New York in 1788 by J . and A. McLean. 
Originally appearing in the newspapers, 
these papers we have in the first edition 
w ithout m aterial textual change. 
The 
changes which were made from time to 
tim e were largely adopted by John C. 
H am ilton in his edition of Í864. 
T his 
son was not in any sense a great man 
or 
gifted 
with 
more than ordinary 
ability. 
Ifis 
whole 
life 
may 
be 
said to have been sjient 
in 
disputa­ 
tious controversies over claims that scarcely 
anyone questions. 
Compare his edition of 
his father's works, in seven volumes, with 
the new edition ju st alluded to, and we see 
the difference between a bungler and a 
cracksman. 
1 rem em ber him most dis­ 
tinctly as lie moved along Broadway with 
tottering steps, then almost ninety years 
old, an age which he finally attained. 
H e 
must at some period of his life have been a 
handsome man, and to the last his figure 
was erect and supple. 
To him we owe the 
graceful m onum ent to A lexander llam il- 
tjn in C entral Park, which, if not equal to 
the W ebster (the splendid gift of Gordon 
W. B urnham ) in colossal proportions, sur­ 
passes it in some of the finer touches, 
although both are among the most attract­ 
ive features of th at unequaled driveway. 
T he edition of H enry B. Dawson reverted 
to the original text. 
As an historical stu­ 
dent he has but 
few equals, and 
it 
is surprising, in view of the fine work 
he 
has 
done, 
th at 
lie 
is 
so 
little 
known. H e was born in England, hut came 
here when a youth, and from the start de­ 
voted him self to accurate and painstaking 
work. 
Mr. Lodge unhesitatingly declares 
for the M cLean text. 
H e holds that these 
essays, w ritten at a special tim e, for a 
eia" purjiose, and forming an elaborate . 
argum ent designed to convince the people | 
of the country of the value of the Federal 
C onstitution, should be reproduced in the 
precise form in which they did the work 
for which they were intended. 
F u rth er­ 
more, the “ Federalist ” was the first author­ 
itative interpretation of the Constitution, 
and was m ainly w ritten by the two

Nobody here has tried to conceal it from 
me. 
The acting Governor of this prov­ 
ince said to me very frankly yesterday th at 
the condition of the Tomsk prison is 
‘oozhA«noi’ (awful), hut th at he cannot 
help it.

* 
W hat I have pre­ 
viously w ritten and said about the treat­ 
m ent of the political exiles seems to he 
substantially true and accurate, at least so 
far as W estern Siberia is concerned, but 
my preconceived ideas as to their character 
have been rudely shaken. 
The Russian 
Liberals and Revolutionists whom I have 
met here are by no means half-educated 
enthusiasts, crazy fanatics, or men whose 
m ental processes it is difficult to under­ 
stand. 
On the contrary, they are simple, 
natural, perfectly 
comprehensible, 
and 
often singularly interesting and attractive. 
One sees at once th at they are educated, 
reAsonable, self-controlled gentlemen, not 
diff erent in any essential respect from one’s 
self. 
W hen I write up this country for 
The Century, I shall have to take back 
some of the things th at I have said. 
The 
exile system is worse than I believed it to 
he, and worse than I have described it. 
It 
isn’t pleasant, of course, to have to adm it 
that one has w ritten upon a subject w ith­ 
out fully understanding i t ; but even that 
is better than trying, for the sake of con­ 
sistency, to m aintain a position after one 
sees th at it is utterly untenable.”

and th at the way to ¡¡revent strikes is to 
vote against the friends of the protective 
system. 
In connection with this appeal we recall 
the report made the other day in the C hi­ 
cago papers of an attem pt in behalf of the 
owners of th e N orth Side Chicago road to 
coax the m arried men among the strikers 
to return to work. 
It was alleged th at 
they painted in gloomy colors the outlook 
for these m arried men if they persisted in 
the strike, referring to the coming on of 
winter, the destitution likely to overtake 
their families, etc. To this one of the men 
appealed to rep lied : 
“ W e have been preparing for this thing 
all summer. 
W e have our coal in, lots of 
grub, and a little money laid by, and if 
the single men need it we can take them to 
board with us rath e rth a n let them go hack 
until we got w hat we ask for. 
AVe are go­ 
ing to hang together until we win.” 
There have been more and worse strikes 
under free trade in England than under 
protection in the United States, hut we do 
not think a case can he found in the rec­ 
ord of English strikes where the m arried 
men among the strikers were able to report 
th at they had coal laid in for the winter, 
ample store of food, and were prepared to 
hoard free of cost the unm arried ones in 
order to m aintain the strike. 
If protection encourages strikes it is 
ouly by m aintaining wages at such a figure 
th at workingmen feel independent andean 
afford to strike. 
Under the free trade sys­ 
tem wages would go so low that if they 
struck they could soon he reduced to terms 
by starvation. 
AVe doubt very much 
w hether workingmen in America care to 
place themselves in th at situation by help­ 
ing the free trade party to establish the 
English revenue system in this country.

IIOAV A R IN G IS MADE. 


T h e P ro cess b y W h ich tho G old en C irclet 
!s P rep a red for W ea rin g . 
The workshop where rings are m ade is 
a enrious place, full of ingenious mechan­ 
ical applications. 
Gold coin is put in a 
sm all crucible w ith llnx, and the crucible 
¡¡laced inside of a covered pot, which is 
subjected to the lic-at c f a powerful flame 
of natural gas. 
To increase the intensity 
of the heat a strong blast is ¡¡reduced by 
laeaDS of a fan, m aking a constant, even 
tem perature. 
The gold is rolled am! con­ 
verted in convenient shape for use, pre­ 
cisely as iron is worked iu a rolling-m ill. 
It is passed through grooved rolls of vari­ 
ous sizes, one after another, until it is fash­ 
ioned into narrow strips of the desired 
w idth and thickness. 
T here are also other 
rolls for converting the ingots into sheet 
gold. 
For stam ping the settings for rings 
a screw press is used, dies of various sizes 
being inserted as required. 
A diamond 
ring is thick at the center, gradually ta¡¡er- 
ing in size from the top downward. 
A 
piece of gold, after being rolled and cut, 
is laid upon a m etal die, and a heavy 
hamm er, working in a frame and operated 
by means of a rope and pulley, is made to 
descend, thus giving with one blow the 
desired shape to this ¡¡art of the ring. 
H undreds of different dies are necessary 
for the various styles aud sizes of rings. * 
A fter the drop ham m er Iias stamped the 
gold into shape it is placed in a thin me­ 
tallic plate containing a hole, in which 
it fits exactly, and driven through by á 
punch worked by hand, thus cutting aívay 
tiie gold adhering to the edges, which is 
carefully saved. 
Along the side of the room are work­ 
men seated at benches, some shaping the 
pieces into rings and soldering them to­ 
gether, others inserting and fastening the 
stone settings, and still others performing 
various sorts of equally difficult and deli­ 
cate work, all necessary in the making of 
the ring. 
In another part of the room is a 
curious hit of machinery, which Ls called a 
lapidary lathe, and used for shaping and 
cutting down stone when necessary. 
A 
round piece of metal, shaped like a ’small 
grindstone, is set in horizontal position and 
made to revolve. 
To this emery is applied, 
and the stone being held against it is soon 
i educed to th e proper dimensions. 
I t is 
then polished on a sim ilar appliance of 
wood coated with putty powder. 
A nother 
interesting object is the enameling furnace. 
The _ article to he ornam ented, having 
previously been engraved for the reception 
of the enamel, is placed in a little oven, 
coated with the enamel in the shape of a 
powder. 
It is then heated until the enamel 
runs and is then removed from the fire to 
he cooled and finished. 
A peculiar process is th at of gilding or 
electro-plating. 
The article to be gilded is 
first thoroughly cleaned by a fine brush of 
brass wires. 
A piece of go’ld is attached to 
the positive ¡¡ole of an electric battery and 
the article to the negative. 
Both are then 
¡¡laced in the same solution and the electric 
current does the work, transferring a por­ 
tion ot the gold to the object to he plated.

C ig a rette P a p ers. 
P ap er for cigarettes is made from cotton 
and linen and from rice straw, and is 
largely of foreign manufacture. 
Cotton 
paper is used in the cheapest and most 
poisonous grades of cigarettes, and is so 
cheap th at the wrappers for a thousand 
cotton paper cigarettes cost only two cents. 
Rice paper is the choicest and most costly. 
Tobaeconized paper is made by saturating 
paper with an infusion of "tobacco and 
pressing it in such a way as to produce an 
im itation of the veins of the tobacco leaf. 
Some use has been made of the fiber of the 
stalks of the tobacco plant in producing a 
paper for all-tobacco cigarettes. 
The lime 
and other substances used in bleaching 
cotton and other rags for cigarette papers 
have a very harm ful influence upon the 
membrane of the throat and nose. Arseni­ 
cal preparations are also used in bleaching 
cigarette papers, and oil of creosote is pro­ 
duced naturally as a consequence of com­ 
bustion. 
T his is very injurious to the 
throat and lungs, and is said to accelerate 
the development of consumption in any 
one predisposed to the disease.— The Paper 
World.

I 
the early history of modern spiritualism , 
it wa- common to hear refereuce made to 
the Delphian oracles as evidence of an nn- 
c.ent belie! ami practice ol such com m uni­ 
cation. 
More latterly, however, such ap­ 
ilá is bave been but infrequently made, 
since the evidences have accum ulated that 
the ora !es were the contrivances of priest­ 
craft , or, a*, least, since the rules of evidence 
have more strongly challenged the proofs 
upon which the supernatural claims of tlie 
oracles were based. 
As early as 1813, the Shakers of New 
Y ork, were the subjects of phenom ena 
that were claimed to be evidences of a 
physical condition of refinem ent that en­ 
abled the spirits of the dead to speak 
through chosen mediums while in a trauce 
state 
B ut these m anifestations do not ap­ 
pear to have induced any very large body 
of persons to found a system of religion 
upon them , the revelations being vague 
and inconsequential, aud the cotnmunica- 
tioDS not of a character to justify their as­ 
sertion as doctrines, 
it was left for the 
tim e of Andrew Jackson Davis to evolve 
the sphere doctrine and that of spirit pro­ 
gression aud comm unication with earth, 
and upon which there was erected of defi­ 
nite form a system of religion, based on be­ 
lief in the im m ortality of the soul. W hat­ 
ever else m ay be said of it, in the m ain it 
has taught an acceptable code of morality, 
though certuin coteries of 
believers in 
spirit com m unication have wandered off 
into side beliefs, that conflict with all 
decent and accepted social systems. 
In 1848 the “ Rochester K nockings”—so 
called from their m anifestation about the 
persons of the Fox sisters at Rochester. 
New Y ork—gave modern spiritualism a 
great im petus. 
John D. Fox lived at 
H ydeville, New York ; he had two daugh­ 
ters, M argaret and Kate, then 12 and 9 
years of age. 
In that year mysterious 
rappings were heard in the rooms where 
the girls slept. 
March Gist Kate im itated 
the raps by snapping her fingers, and the 
knockings responded in like m anner. Out 
of this grew questions and answers by the 
num ber of raps, two answering for the 
affirm ative aud one lor the negative. The 
iaruily presently rem oved to Rochester, 
w here the " rappings ” accompanied them . 
I t was then found that the knocks were 
m ade only when one of tbe girls was pres­ 
ent, and hence they came to be recognized 


a s chosen mediums. They gave public ex­ 
hibitions, and in a short tim e “ developed” 
into trance 
m edium s 
and 
soon 
after 
caim ed that through tbeui spirits so m ani­ 
fested themselves as to move heavy bodies, 
such as pieces of furniture, w ithout the 


interposition of tbe hum an bands. The 
Fox sisters were taken to New York city in 
1850 and gave public exhibitions there. In ­ 
side of a year m edium s “ developed” all 
over the country, and before 1852 there was 
no com m unity th at did not have its spirit­ 
ual circle and its rapping and trance-speak­ 
ing m edium , and most of them had also 
spirit halls, usually octagonal in form and 
w ithout windows or skylights. 
The public is fam iliar with the after his­ 
tory of spiritualism ; the “ developm ent” of 
H om e and his marvelous manifestations 
here and in .Europe, but which the world 
has since settled upon were but rem ark­ 
ably clever devices and fine clairvoyant 
examples. 
H e was followed by the ex­ 
perim ents 
and conversion of Professor 
Crookes, and by the “ m aterializations” of 
Florence Cook. 
T hen came the Eddy 
brothers, and next the Davenport boys 
with their rope-tying phenom ena, that ex­ 
ceeded in mysterious character the rap ­ 
pings and the showing of “ spirit bauds.” 
But the trickB of the Davenport boys were 
exposed some ten years ago and imitated 
by clever conjurers. Finally one of the 
brothers traveled with the Royal Illusion­ 
ists in a common modern magic show, in 
which the rope-tying and spirit-hand tricks 
were nightly exposed. 
Three years ago a wealthy citizen of 
Philadelpnia left a snm of money to a 
mixed commission of scientific men, re­ 
ligionists, social philosophers, spiritualists, 
educators and business men. They were 
to exam ine fairly and fully into spirit 
phenom ena, to bring to test every medium 
in America or Europe willing to subm it, 
and to publish the results of their exam i­ 
nations. The first volume, covering oi e 
year of research, has appeared, and it un­ 
hesitatingly and em phatically declares that 
the commission is unanim ously of the 
opinion that none of the phenom ena ex­ 
am ined into is based on evidence of suf­ 
ficient reliability to justify any hum an 
judgm ent iu attributing the manifestations 
to supernatural agencies. This commis­ 
sion investigated iu tlie first year spirit- 
rapping, table-tipping, rope-tying, slate- 
writing, m aterialization and trance speak­ 
ing. 
It found some things attributable to 
not 
generally well understood 
natural 
forces, and m ental and nervous conditions, 
but the great mass of them were capable of 
reproduction by sim ple agencies. 
Kate Fox m arried a Mr. Jencken, and 
Margaret, the elder—now about 52 years of 
age—is a Mrs. K ane. It is this latter who 
appeared on the stage a t the Academy of 
Music, in New York, Sunday night, and 
read a paper adm itting that the so-called 
spirit phenom ena m anifest through the 
agency of herself and her sister for so 
m any years, was all deceit and fraud. 
W ith the great-toes of her feet she pro­ 
duced the “ Rochester knockings” so loud­ 
ly and clearly that the audience in the great 
building hcaid them distinctly. Physicians 
exam ined the w om an's feet, and declared 
the sounds were produced by the toe-joints. 
Mrs. Kane would call upon the “ spirits,” 
and in response the raps would be heard 
faintly upon the wall, growing louder and 
ascending apparently to the ceiling, a per­ 
fect show er of knocks would follow her 
request. H er sister K ate sat in a stage-box 
and listened attentively and unm oved to 
M argaret’s explanation of the deceit, and 
her expressions of contrition for having 
defrauded the people. Previous to this 
performance. Dr. R ichm ond 
performed 
the test feat of readinz, w ithout opening, 
nam es w ritten upon slips of paper by audi­ 
tors. and folded into sm all compass by 
them . H e also did other tricks success­ 
fully that have heretofore been supposed 
to be beyond the lim it of hum an research. 
This breaking down of one of th e earliest 
foundation stones of 
the spiritualistic 
structure—taken with the collapse if other 
noted m edium istic hands, and the reports 
of the Philadelphia Commission —testifies 
to a rapid decline of “ spiritualistic m ani­ 
festations,’ aud indicate a not ve-y distant 
period when they will be looked back upon 
as follies and the mere deceits of a half 
cm tury.

Second—That, as protection, by means of tax- I 
ing importations of raw wool has thus far *

proved highly beneficial to the farmers of Ohio, 
as evidenced by the continuous increase in the 
number and va ues of their flocks, this protec­ 
tion shall not be withdrawn as long as a pro­ 
tective policy is pursued by tbe United States. 
Third—That if any discrimination be made 
in favor of particular industries as against 
others, this di-crimination should not be against 
wool-producing industry, since it has enjoyed 
the encouragement of the National Government 
for but a short time, since 1 NT, and it is not row 
in a condition to do without it. This is a point 
upon which the wool-growers insist. 
Tl-.e circular goes on also to establish its 
position by the proof of figures showing 
the num ber of sheep in Ohio and the 
am ount of wool grown, and the increase of 
both under a protective tariff from 1807 to 
1883, and it emphasizes the fact that com­ 
petition under those conditions operated !o 
establish eqnality and steadiness in prices. 
If. says the Democratic circular, the tariff 
reduction of 1883 is to rem ain, the sheep 
industry will scarcely go clear of total 
collapse. 
Now if the Democrats of Ohio—and a 
very shrew d lot of politicians are their 
leaders and managers—believed that in 
1883, how can they stomach the free-listing 
of wool in 1888? At that time, 1883, 
George L. Converse was a Democratic Con­ 
gressman from Ohio ; to-day he is on tlie 
stum p for H arrison and Morton. For Mr. 
Converse is conscientious and consistent, 
as w hat he said in the House id 1883 
against the reduction of the duty on wool 
clearly proves: 
I assure you this House would not agree to 
this bill, as lar as the wool interest is concerned, 
unless some great pressure is brought upon it. 
1 remind you, gentlemen, that you are sacrific­ 
ing one of the greatest industrial interests of mv 
State. Its importance eonsits not alctie in the 
proflts accruing to the flock master hy t4-.egrcv.vth 
of wool and the production of mutton. By it 
we restore, at the same time, tlie fertility of our 
land, wasted aud impoverished in the produc­ 
tion of grain, aud keep it at a high standard of 
excellence and value. In ten years 1 venture to 
predict that grain growing Illinois will wish site 
had united sheep-culture with grain-culture. 
But you strike the blow here at ottr farm is aud 
compel them to abandon this in lustry and re­ 
turn t o the exhausting proci ssnf grain-growing. 
This is mainly the work of New England m anu­ 
facturers. Let me remind tip m that we will 
begin agitating this question the hour that you 
pass this bill, and keep that agitation up until 
we shall have obtained that relief our indus­ 
tries demand. 
This perfectly represents tlie 
Democratic view of the question, as wel. rs the 
intention of the Democrats w ith regard to tlie 
future. They propose to work industriously fl.r 
power, with trill confidence in the intelligence 
of the people, and, when they obtain power, to 
at once repeal the iniquitous measure. 
Is it any wonder that Mr. Converse 
should in 1888 have come out front among 
the men who deceived the people of his 
State on this question, and that he is to-day 
battling against the Mills bill and Mr. 
Cleveland's am bition to succeed him self ? 


THE B R ITISH M IN ISTER SUPPORTS MR. 
CLEVELAND. 


Ir, 1883 the wool tariff schedule was re­ 
vised. several articles were free-listed, and 
some internal revenue levies removed. 
The slight reduction of the rate on wool 
was accomplished by Democratic votes, tbe 
Republicans dividing. 
Im m ediately the 
Democratic press and speakers througuou1 
the land denounced the sm all reductkn 
in ide in the wool duty. They charged 
the Ilepublican party with the reaponsi- 
b ; 'y, and in Ohio made it the subject of 
an especially strong and urgent appeal to 
farm ers to vote for the Democratic State 
ticket. 
Governor H oadiy—a candidate for favor 
in 1888—led in the denunciation in that 
Sta’e, and bemoaned long and loudly “ the 
great wrong that had been done to the 
farm er.” The result was th at the wool- 
growers became frightened and voted the 
Democratic State ticket, which was elected 
on the solemn pledge of the Democrats to 
“ right the wrong.” 
They did not keen the pledge. W hatever 
may have been their possible intention to 
do so, it was soon abandoned, but there is 
no good reason for believing that they were 
sincere in m aking the pledge in the first 
instance. The message of Mr. Cleveland, 
and the bill of Roger Q. Mills assailing the 
wool tariff, revealed the anim us oí the 
party and astouuded the wool-growers— 
to free-list wool was to blot out their in ­ 
dustry. and yet this proposition comes to­ 
day from a party that so recently as 1883 
wore out tbe highways of Ohio with 
m arching up and down and shouting about 
the infam y of the outrage in reducing tbe 
duty upon wool slightly, and that grew 
hoarse with protesting and prom ising that 
if the Democracy was once seated the duty 
should be restored. 
We rem em ber a celebrated circular letter 
issued in the State campaign by the Ohio 
Democratic State Central Committee, that 
scored th e Republican party to the raw for j 
reducing the wool duty. In this year, 1888, ' 
the Republican party has hunted up that 
self-same circular, and now reprints it as a 
campaigm document. 
It had these flam­ 
ing head lines, which we preserve in tlie 
reproduction : 
“ T h e R ed u ctio n on W o o l—R k p lb li- ! 
c a n T a b ik f T in k e rin g co st t h e O hio 
W o o l-G ro w ek s S ix M illio n s ok D o lla rs . 
—F le e c in g 
t h e F lo c k M a ste rs—H ow j 
I t w as D one an d W ho D id I t . ” 
W e Lave room for but a few extracts 
from this notorious document that rises up 
in this day to plague the Democratic lead­ 
ers and strike them dum b, as it effectually 
does. 
For instance, this precious letter, 
which the Democratic Committee printed 
and circulated by the ton, said : 
In no State In the Union is there an industry 
more important than that of wool-growing in 
Ohio. In 1882, the num ber of sheep owned by 
Ohio wool-growers was 4,954 607, or more than 
one-tenth of the whole num ber in the United 
States 
The value of these four and one-half 
million of sheep is stated at 813,881,257. In 18S1 
(the statistics for 1882 are not yet obtainable), 
the number of pounds shorn in Ohio was 22.­ 
661,801. These are enormous aggregates and 
certainly show that wool-growing is a source of 
vast wealth to our people, as it is one of the 
most widespread of our industries. 
This ought to be sufficient, but we Jo net 
resist the tem ptation to reproduce other 
portions of this letter which the Democrats 
all over the country have prayed m ight not 
be brought to light. The circular gees on 
11 say that the wool-growing interest has a 
right to expect from the Federal Govern­ 
m ent : 
: 
First—That it shall receive as much consider­ 
ation and eLCOuragement as are shown to any 
other intereEt whatsoever. 


The British M inister at W ashington ad­ 
m its tiiat he writes letters—in his personal 
capacity—advising voters to support Cleve­ 
land and T hurm an, and adds th at he has 
no fear that the State D epaitm ent wiil ask 
the English Cabinet to recall him . Of 
course no ; Mr. Bayard will not rebuke the 
servitor who does his m aster favor, 
lie 
has already said quite a3 m uch, and inti­ 
m ates that Sir Sackville can be forgiven. 
It is not at all surprising that Lord Sack­ 
ville W est should support Grover Cleve­ 
land—al! England is doing the same. 
As 
Senator Stanford puts it, “ the English are 
unanim ous for Cleveland” ; and for the best 
of reasons. 
M r. Cleveland proposes to 
m ake the U nited States an open m arket for 
English m anufactures and products, to the 
crowding out and obliteration of American 
competing industries. U nder such circum ­ 
stances the English would be fools not to 
support Cleveland, and the London Spec­ 
tator would be untrue to itself not to say, as 
it did, that “ the President’s terse and tell­ 
ing message has struck a blow at A m eri­ 
can protection such as could never have 
been struck by any F air Trade League.” 
It is a pity, for Mr. Cleveland’s sake, that 
Englishm en in England can’t vote for him; 
but M inister W est is doing his best to fill 
the need by advising naturalized English­ 
men in the U nited States to give the m other 
country aid and comfort by supporting the 
m other country’s candidate, Grover Cleve­ 
land. 
Unless we greatly underestim ate the 
good sense and the resultsof the experience 
of the English in America who have re­ 
nounced allegiance to her “Majesty’s Gov­ 
ernm ent,” they do not propose to vote for 
that condition of things here which drove 
them from England to America to b etiir 
their condition. W hen English im m igra­ 
tion turns backward, and flows from A m er­ 
ica to England, Republicans m ay lose hope 
in the naturalized citizen of English n a­ 
tivity, but not u ntil then. 


SENATOR STANFORD’S VIEWS. 


The San Francisco Examiner, in a mean 
and contem ptible spirit, has been lam poon­ 
ing and cartooning Senator Leland Stan­ 
ford as the friend of Chinese labor, as 
insincere in his opposition to the Chinese 
influx and as solicitous to open up a new 
Chinese im m igration. 
It has alm ost daily 
for a fortnight sought to attach to him 
responsibility for the Trum an letter. That 
precious document, by tbe way, when its 
print comes to hand, turns out to be some 
retrospective pleasantry and off-hand light 
satire. 
It does not, we find, m ention 
Chinese im m igration ; on the contrary, it 
strongly declares for restriction and upholds 
the efforts made to put up the bar against 
the Mongol. A ll the same, it has no more 
to do w ith the Republican i arty than the 
m an in the moon. 
But that bit of New Y'otk Times' litera­ 
ture is neither here nor there in the grossly 
vulgar and dastardly course of the Exam­ 
iner in cartooning Governor Stanford, and 
m isrepresenting and m isinteipreting his 
language. The Examiner was among the 
first to clam or for a clean campaign and 
for fair play, and it is the first to descend 
to such meanness, falsehood end indecency 
as would disgrace the Barbary Coast. 
If, however, the Examiner's unm anly and 
wholly vicious assaults upon Leland Stan­ 
ford has moved any m ind as the conscience­ 
less sheet desires, the telegraphic dispatch 
from the Senator to a Sacram ento Republi­ 
can, which we the other day published, 
ought to convince such intelligence of the 
suprem ely ridiculous character of such 
charges as the Examiner makes. Governor 
Stanford goes beyond the restriction of 
Chinese immigration, and asks, Of what 
use is it to exclude Chinese cheap labot 
unless we also exclude the manufactures 
of such labor? 
And no m an can answer 
the question satisfactorily who is not a pro­ 
tectionist. 


FRANCE. 


There is nothing in M inister Fioquet’s 
proposition for constitutional am endm ents 
in France that comm ends it to the Am eri­ 
can m ind. The constitutional structure of 
that Republic is pregnant with fault, but 
the Flcqnet plan will not rid the sub­ 
structure of the G overnm ent of it. W hat 
France needs is not a trim m ing of branches, 
but tbe ax at the root of the constitutional 
evils. Mr. Floquet proposes only slight 
modifications, that may alleviate, but will 
not eradicate. The Senate should be made 
more self-reliant and independent. The 
Chief Executive should be given tbe choos­ 
ing of his Ministerial Cabinet, that shonld 
be accountable directly to hi m . H e should 
be chosen by the people by direct process. 
T be President, except for offenses involv­ 
ing the integrity of the republic, should not 
be rem ovable by the Chamber. 
U ntil 
France m akes a nearer approach to the 
American system of independent branches 
of Government constituting checks upon 
each o'her, she will go on limpiDg and 
hesitating in the guise of a free Govern­ 
ment, but really under the harsh rale of a 
turbulent Assembly possessing unnatural 
powers, and cohesive only by reason of a lli­ 


ances by a few of several contending fac­ 
tions to make common cause against the 
others, with the understanding that when 
that is accomplighed they will go on with 
the battle between themselves and proceed 
to m ake new defensive and offensive com­ 
binations, in all of which the Presidential 
office ia in liuiuent danger of assault.

MARK THE DIFFERENCE. 


In 1886 Benjam in H arrison, United States 
Senator, voted for, spoke for, labored for a 
bill to prohibit the em ploym ent of convict 
labor or its products upon Federal works. 
In ihe present quarter the A dm inistration 
of Grover Cleveland purchased forthe lTn ite i 
States arm y, wagons made in Tennessee by 
convict labor at 25 cents a day, and per­ 
sisted in doing so against protests of repre­ 
sentatives of free labor interests. 
The A dm inistration of Grover Cleveland 
tn 1887 bought blankets in England for tbe 
United States arm y, because 30 cents a pair 
could be saved by suspending tbe duty, as 
may be done for United States supplies. 
A pril 19, 1880, Senator H arrison pre­ 
sented a mem orial o f the K nights of Labor 
of South Bend, Indiana, and on the 21st, of 
tbe K nights of Labor of E kbart, Indiana, 
against the em ploym ent of convict labor on 
public work. 
A pril 30, 1886. he presented 
a sim ilar mem orial from the K nights of 
Labor of Indianapolis. 
In 1887 President Grover Cleveland ve­ 
toed the bill to prohibit the em ploym ent of 
convict labor on public works, or the use of 
the products of such involuntary labor on 
such works. 
General H arrison 
advocated, reported 
and labored for the best and most direct 
Chinese restriction bill ever introduced in 
Congress—the F air bill. 
Mr. Cleveland 
only signed the Scott exclusion bill when 
he d ¡red not veto it, and after tlie Demo- 
cra'.ic m inority of fourteen votes in the 
Senate had been defeated in its efforts to 
reconsider tbe vote by which the bill 
passed. 


AN INSULT, IN ANY LIGHT. 


Does Mr. Grover Cleveland, President of 
tbe Fnited States, propose to put up with 
the insult Sir Lionel Sackville W est has 
offered to Am ericans by im pertinently sug­ 
gesting to them how to vote t Mr. Bayard 
says it was an indiscretion, and intim ates 
that he will not ask for Sir Lionel’s recall. 
Can this rem arkable view by the Sec­

any relation 
to the 
fact 
that M inistir W est’s purpose, was to pro­ 
mote ’he candidacy of Mr. Cleveland? 
Do the American people propose to subm it 
to such hum iliation and subserviency on 
the part of the Federal Government, w ith­ 
out entering an indignant protest? 
Up 
out of and above politics, Sir Lionel Sack­ 
ville W est, her gracious Majesty’s Minister 
to the U nited States of America, has been 
guilty not only of a breach of official dico­ 
rum , but of a gross offense by dabbling in 
our political contest, and he ought to be 
sent packing back to England. 
Even tbe 
service be has rendered iu confirming tbe 
charge that English free trade interests 
look upon Mr. Cleveland as a free trader, 
aud hope for his election, that American 
industrial interests m ay be placed at Eug- 
lish mercy, should not m itigate the p u n ­ 
ishm ent th at ought to be visited upon this 
interm eddling Minister. 
Suppose Mr. Phelps, our Minister at the 
Court oí St. Jam es, should in a P arlia­ 
m entary election advise English voters to 
stand for or against the Irish H om e Rule 
candidates, would A m ericans hear the last 
of Jo h n B ull's roariug? 
W ould not Mr. 
Phelps be brought hom e with such a jerk 
as would m ake his head snap? 
W ould not 
Englishm en and Irishm en alike be indig­ 
nant, and would they not be justified in 
their anger ? 


A CLEAN CAMPAIGN. 


P re v e n tio n B e tte r T h a n C u re —L a w s 
S h o u ld P re v e n t th e M u k in g 
o f C rim in a ls F irs t. 


This has been a decent campaign thus 
tar with two exceptions; both are Demo­ 
cratic; 
both are assaults by Democratic 
m anagets and unscrupulous agents upon 
General H arrison. Both charges have been 
repudiated by tbe Chairman of the National 
Committee. 
But it is a strange fact, one 
calling for explanation, that while Mr. 
Brice denounces the preferm ent of these 
charges, and expresses bis abhorence of 
them , his secretary continues to circulate 
them , and sends out campaign literature 
by tbe ton that retails the mendacious dol- 
lar-a-day and labor strike stories. H as Mr. 
Brice no control over his secretary? Or 
does he do the graceful aud apologetic in 
front, w hile consenting to the scandalous 
littleness of his comm ittee’s chief employe 
in the background ? 
Republicans can at 
lea-t congratulate them selves that their 
hands are clean, that neither the party 
managers nor any of the file have thrown 
any “ m ud” at Mr. Cleveland, made any as­ 
saults upon him not justified by the cam ­ 
paign issues, or have indulged in any per­ 
sonalities. So far as they are concerned it 
has been, is and will be kept a clean cam ­ 
paign. 
Now that the proofs establish the 
utter falsity of the dollar-a-day and labor- 
strike libels, aud that General H arrison lias 
given both bis em phatic denial, will the 
Democratic press have the decency to take 
down the flaming lies from their colurnn- 
heads? 


GROVER AND LIONEL. 


It will be competent and polite for Sir 
Lionel Sackville W est to invite Mr. Cleve­ 
land to spend with him in England in his 
own retiracy the four years vacation he 
will take im m ediately succeeding the 4th 
of March, 1889. 
H e w ill there be able to 
study the beauties of cheap labor. Sir 
Lionel can escort him to Glasgow and show 
him 41,000 of the 100,000 families of w ork­ 
ers in that m anufacturing city living in 
one room to each family, father, mother, 
daughters and sons. Sir Lionel can whisk 
Grover Cleveland over to Brussels and 
show him the skilled workers m aking 
spiral steel car springs for sixty cents per 
day. 
If Mr. Cleveland asks tbe spring 
m aker why he does not pay the men fair 
wages, he will reply : “ Because to sell the 
springs in New Y ork I m ust give up $50 
out of every $100 of value to your customs 
collectors, so I take the sum out of the 
wages of m y workers.” 
If Mr. Cleveland 
asks the Belgian employer if free trade 
would help him , he will reply : “ Yes, I can 
flood the American car-spring m arket then, 
or at least until American 
m akers of 
springs come down to sixty cents » day.” 


W h a t T h at E q u a lity M ean s. 
The Rev- Dr. H anlon, Principal of Penn­ 
ington Seminary, New Jersey, recently re­ 
turned from an extended visit in Europe, 
says that be “ found that the darkest pic­ 
tures of pauper labor of Europe liad been 
rather under than overdrawn,” and adds: 
“ I saw women doing the work of ’long­ 
shoremen on the docks; perfotm ing the 
hardest drudgery in the fields ; doing the 
work of horses in cities ; exposed like cat­ 
tle to pitiless storms in the m ark et; poorly 
clad, poorly housed and poorly fed.” 
Mills, of Texas, says that if the Demo­ 
crats win this election, “they will put our 
own intelligent labor upon a plane of 
equality with tbe labor of other countries.” 
How does labor like the prospect?—Brook­ 
lyn Standard.

hum ane regulations,

quired that the flat roofs of the houses 
should 
be 
surrounded by a 
parapet, 
or battlem ent, breast high (Deut. xxii, 8), 
that in sum m er the roofs of the houses 
m ight be used by tbe family for prayer, 
for the reception of friends and as a play­ 
ground for children, and without a railing 
around the edge of the roof lives would be 
endangered thereby; 
the principle em ­ 
bodied in the law being that prevention is 
better than cure, and that we are responsi­ 
ble not only for the harm we do, but for 
that which we m ight prevent; that it is 
better to put a barrier above them than to 
pick tip the mangled forms from the pave­ 
ment below; better to pay for tbe railing 
than to pay a surgeon to set a broken liinb. 
A reform atory institu'ion for boys is now 
under consideration by our State Prison 
officials, which is commendatory; but are 
not our reformatory and penal institutions 
sim ply efforts to solve the problem by be­ 
ginning a t the wrong end and working 
backward ? 
To prevent a boy from becoming a 
drunkard would be better than to reform a 
drunkard. 
Our prison report last week 
states that 90 per cent, of the prisoners at 
Folsom have been placed there through 
the influence of whisky. 
Let a vout:g man com m it m urder while 
intoxicated, and the law at once conducts 
him to prison. 
B ut the one who placed 
the intoxicating cup to his lips may have 
Spent an apprenticeship from youth to old 
age in vice. Many ¡¡ave devoted a colossal 
fortune to the wholesale demoralization of 
his fellownien, yet the law does not touch 
him , and he linos him self surrounded with 
adulations of ihe so-called virtuous, who, 
were they too come in contact witn his vic­ 
tim, would hold up their skirls and pass 
by on the other side. 
The 
corrupted 
hnoits 
are 
scarce 
dwelt upon, while against th.. crime is 
lifted the iictor’s ax. 
The law does not 
reach tbe vice as it does the crime, and one 
of the results :s that a “hundred young men 
under twenty years of age now adorn the 
halls of our State prison at Folsom .” 
W hen Secretary of State H endricks was 
asked the question, “ W hat shall we do 
with our b o y s?” he prom ptly replied, 
“ Take them from their parents.” W hy not 
strike at the root of the m atter, remold 
our liquor license law, and reform tb s pa­ 
rents ? 
Intem peiance may be a wearisome sub­ 
ject to some, but no more so than the grog­ 
shop, standing, as it does, like the poison­ 
ous upas tree amongst us, where men 
openly deal out crime and wretchedness in 
the form of intoxicating drinks to young 
men, leading them into the depths of pol­ 
lution, fostering beastial appetites for all 
the unnam eabie im purities that revel in its 
abodes. 
W hen the m idnight cry of fire is sounded 
people rush from their 
slumbers, and 
hasten to extinguish the flames, but our 
Slate seems im bued with the sleeping leth­ 
argy of the lotus eaters, while this devour­ 
ing elem ent is eating into the very vitáis of 
ottr social organization, burning into the 
very breasts of onr homes, consum ing tbe 
priceless hopes and aspirations of im m ortal 
souls, leaving blackened and charred corpses 
brooding in our midst. 
The incendiary' who applies the m idnight 
tcreh lo peaceful dwellings, the robber who 
commits theft to gratify his depraved self­ 
ishness, the m urdeter who stabs his unsus­ 
pecting victim in the heart, are not ene­ 
mies to society half so m uch as the saloon­ 
keeper, who inflames evil passions and 
scatters wretchedness throughout a com­ 
m unity. 
An able writer once said that the 
laws of a country are molded after the 
character of its representatives. 
W ealth places unprincipled bribe-receiv­ 
ing men in office, who care not for the 
sanctity of our homes, and who yield a 
passive acquiescence to the demoralizing 
influences of the liquor traffic. "A m I my 
brother’s keeper?” m ight be answered with 
the scriptural assertion “ No m an liveth to 
himself, and no m an dieth to him self.” 
W e are taught in the Constitution that 
“ Government is instituted for the protec­ 
tion, security and benefit of the people, and 
they have a right to alter or reform the 
same whenever the public good may re­ 
quire it.” The very fact of a reformatory 
institution being needed is proof positive 
that the public good requires some change 
iu the laws, for all the battlem ents our leg­ 
islative statutes now throw around our 
homes is to license our sons to intemperance 
and then, as if to make reparation for the 
wrong done, m ake " appropriations ” to 
build reformatory institutions, forgetting 
that formatian of character is better than 
reformation, and tiiat a railing on the roof 
would be better than an am bulance on the 
sidewalk waiting to pick up the mangled 
vctim s. 
W ith all due regard and sincere admiration 
for W arden A nil’s efforts in behalf of a re­ 
formatory institution for boys, there would 
be less necessity for such an effort were the 
parents of these boys, the voters of our 
State, to elect such representatives as are 
worthy, and who have spinality to mold 
and remold our laws for tlie prevention, as 
well as the cure, of this e v il; 
representa­ 
tives who would build battlem ents for our 
roofs, and cease this blood being brought 
upon our houses. 
Our Legislatures to a great extent con­ 
trol the various avenues of protecting 
power, and yet we can hardly pick up a 
newspaper that does not bring to light 
some catastrophe, brought about by the 
base principles of modern legislative archi­ 
tecture ; that does not expose to view some 
portion of the staggering throng of hum an­ 
ity dropping through the jagged, rotteu 
planks of this legislative building; 
some 
fungus wall of nascent rottenness soaked 
down witli its own builders into a heap of 
slim e and death.

Companies E and G pf u ie First A rtillery 
Regim ent were drilled in d few battalion 
evolutions Thursday evening", afla 1° an on­ 
looker there was very little to say in re­ 
gard to it except to find fault. 
There >ras 
scarcely a movem ent executed that did not 
grate harshly on the spectators, and the 
fault does not lie altogether with the com­ 
manders, except in so far as that it was ap­ 
parent that company movem ents are not 
looked after closely." 
W hen a drill is so 
generally rough it is impossible to enter 
into a criticism of the affair, and only sug­ 
gestions can be offered. These are that at 
the weekly drills more attention he Daid to 
the simple movements, such as “ wheel 
ings 
by fours,” 
“ right forward fours 
right,” “ right aud left front into line 
“ wheelings by companies,” etc., and cau­ 
tioning the men before they enter into a 
hatatlion drill that they will not be called 
upon to execute any m ovem ents not taught 
in the school of the company. 
The other 
evening the movem ents were entirely too 
rapidly executed for a school of instruc­ 
tion—notably the firings 
by company. 
W hen firing, the orders should be given 
slowly and deliberately, so as not to excite 
the m en. 
W hen a m ovem ent is attem pted 
that 
is not 
satisfactorily executed, 
it 
should be repeated aud fully explained, 
and the orders, particularly the prepara­ 
tory command, should be given distinctly. 
It could be plainly seen that the orders 
were not always understood. There is gen­ 
erally considerable noise in the hall during 
the drills, which cannot be avoided, and 
this necessitates the closest attention ou the 
part of the men iu the ranks, m any of 
whom seem to be occupied in thinking of 
som ething else besides the business in hand. 
The lile closers were so close together at 
times that they broke up the fours in 
wheeling a b o u t; then there were too m any 
men in line for the size of the hall, and 
this had a tendency to break up and give a 
ragged appearance to the drill, especially 
in the “ Fronts into line.” 
The company 
officers understand their business verv well 
generally, but do not seem to be able to 
o m m a n d the. attention of the men, and 
all are in too great a hurry. 
W hen line 
was first formed the colors were on the ex­ 
trem e left instead of being in the center, 
and the company on the left dressed to the 
left instead of to the right. The Color-Ser- 
geant also did not seem to understand his 
business. 
It requires some little fore­ 
thought to place tne companies on the floor 
properly, aud have the colors where the}' 
belong. 
Both companies turned out in goodly 
num bers. The men 
should have been 
placed in double ranks, so as to leave only 
a frontage of forty men, when there would 
have been no crowding. Attention to these 
little matters in advance will save tim e and 
insure a much sm oother drill. 
Colonel Guthrie was in com m and and 
had no assistants. Two or three field or 
staff officers would have found plenty of 
work in seeing that the men gave their u n ­ 
divided attention, as one m an cannot be 
everywhere. 
The companies were com­ 
manded by Captains H all and Seymour and 
Lieutenants Sheehan and Johnson. 
The supervision 
of the brigade staff 
officers seems to be bearing good fruit, as 
the increasing attendance at company drills 
demonstrates. 
There was a pleasant hop after the drill, 
and these, if properly guarded, will be­ 
come very popular through the winter. 
There is no lack of handsom e girls for 
partners in the dance, and members of the 
companies who do not attend drills regu­ 
larly are not allowed to go on the floor to 
dance.
